OTTAWA — A Liberal majority is in 
the offing for November 8. 
Prime Minister Pearson’s forces should be 
somewhat in the 187-150 seat range as a result of 
this country’s fifth general election in the last 


eight years. 


It would take an unbelievable catastrophe — 
one beyond that which even the -Liberals in the 
palmiest moments could conjure up — to blow the 
deal now. 

The Conservatives should score somewhere in the 80's 


or low 90’s, the NDP, in spite of a fantastic increase in popular- 


vote, will probably be just short of 20, leaving Social Credit 
and the Creditistes with a smattering of support, the former 
in Alberta and British Columbia, the latter in Quebec, 

The major factor, perhaps the only one in this campaign, 
was that of leadership -- or, more correctly, the lack of 
leadership. The electorate had no positive preference for 

either of the two leaders of the major parties. A simple 
paseitin posed to voters across the country as to their choice 
for prime minister among the four party leaders irrespective 
of party label evoked the voluntarily-offered response, “‘none 
of them,” “they all stink,” ‘‘we: need new blood,” or some 
variant, over one-quarter of the time.

In this leadership preference race, NDP Leader T. C. 
Douglas ranked highest of all the leaders when measured 
against the performance of their respective parties in terms 
of actual yotes. Robert Thompson of the Socreds also per- 
formed reasonably well in this area.

Pearson’s popularity has never been very high and since 
taking office in 1963, he has been plagued by all sorts of mis- 
adventures. The public continues to see him as an indecisive 
men 

This is why the majority government argument of the 
Liberals has fallen flat. They gre winning in spite of them- 
selves. 

As I've pointed out so often, in these columns and else- 
where, for an appeal for majority government to take hold, the 
electorate must be able to ascertain which political party has 
the best chance of obtaining that majority and it must have a 
firm and pronounced preference for the leader of that party 
for the post of prime minister. 

‘ * * * 

Both elements are essential. They operate simultaneously. 
One is useless without the other. 

This is obviously not the situation this time. The effect 
of an appeal for majority government for the Liberals is to 
involve them in a silly numbers game. All they can do is 
claim that they are the ones with the best chance at the 
majority. 

But this is-a game in which any number of people can 
play. Diefenbaker has joined in and has succeeded in con- 
vincing some sectors that the Conservatives have a real 
chance of forming a minority government. 

All the evidence is against such an outcome 

As for John Diefenbaker himself, his standing is at an 
Incredible low. That his party should be doing so weil in spite 
of this handicap is a tribute both to his own past performance 
on the prairies and in some rural sectors elsewhere and to 
the quality of his party's organizational machinery in Mani- 
toba, Ontario and Nova Scotia. 

If this election proves anything, it is this: There are no 
votes in scandal-mongering. The Liberals found this out 
fighting Maurice Duplessis in Quebec in the 1950s and John 
Wintermeyer made no head-way -against John Robarts in 
Ontario with the issue in 1963.

MONDAY THE VOTERS OF 
Greater Victeria will have a 
chance to answer the appeal of the 
Prime Minister who has called for 
sufficient, Liberal members in Par- 
liament to form a government strong 
enough for the tasks ahead. 

The answer can be given by vot- 
ing for Mr. Gorst in ‘Esquimalt- 
Saanich and Mr. Groos in Victoria. 

Mr. Pearson survived half a par- 
liamentary term on a minority basis 
before deciding to ask the country 
for a mandate to continue. He had 
two main reasons for this. First, 
he rightly felt that a government 
which: must plan for years ahead 
cannot operate with full effective- 
ness on a week-to-week basis; that 
there cannot be a proper continuity 
of policy-making when the admini- 
stration may be turned out of office 
overnight. 

Secondly, Mr. Pearson recog- 
nized the need for a strong national 
government to cope with the prob- 
lems that face Canada today. These 
problems are partly external: we 
must have a government that can 
speak in international affairs with a 
voice that represents a majority of 
the people of Canada—and partly 
domestic: the federal government 
must have a position of strength 
from which to negotiate with the 
provincial governments in the many 
common constitutional, economic 
and sociological problems that now 
confront us. 

On such a basis the call for a 
majority government is reasonable 
and necessary. Canada cannot in- 
definitely remain in the state of 
national indecision and hesitancy 
which was reflected in the people’s 
inability to decide which party 
should have a mandate to govern. 
Now we have a chance to confirm 
agreement on a direction in our na- 
tional affairs by voicing a majority 
preference. 
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Mr. Pearson in the course of the 
campaign has said that if the nation 
will not return a Liberal majority 
government then it should elect a 
Conservative. majority government, 
for another minority administration 
would not meet the needs of the 
country and would result inevitably 
in another election at an early date. 

But the choice is not in fact that 
wide, for a Conservative govern- 
ment would fall short of meeting 
today’s requirements, Mr. Diefen- 
baker, in six years of office, showed 
a tragic inability to lead the gov- 
ernment. He could sweep the coun- 
try with platform rhetoric, he could 
point to northern visioris, he could 
rouse emofions.and instil enthusi- 
asm among the people—but he 
could not run the country, and he 
could not command enough unity

today’s editions, Mr. Peter New- 
man, whose pre-election series on 
voting trends has enjoyed wide read- 
ership, expresses the belief that Mr. 
Pearson should be re-elected. 

Mr. Pearson, he says, “is very 
much the better man to be in 
charge of the delicate negotiations 
which will eventually resolve the 
current dangerous strains on Con- 
federation.” 

He then adds the odd amendment 
that he hopes the Liberal leader 
will not get the majority mandate 
he seeks, He ends by writing that, 
in his view, “the Canadian future

That would be 
a serious defect at any time; in 
today’s critical resurgence of 
French-Canadian political and cul- 
tural forces, election of such an un- 
balanced national government could 
be interpreted as an open invitation 
to Quebec separatist forces to raise 
a new, formidable threat to Can- 
ada’s national identity, 

That is a persuasive reason for 
rejecting the Conservative bid for 
office, but even more persuasive are 
the positive reasons for returning a 
Liberal government. 
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Mr. Pearson has made his mis- 
takes as any man of action must, 
but the fact remains that he has 
grappled with issues which no pre- 
vious administration had _ tackled 
and brought into law many meas- 
ures of vital importance. 

He established the national pen- 

sion plan, increased old age pension 
payments and lowered the effective 
age, laid the basis for patriation of 
the constitution and revision of its 
contents, launched a large student 
loan program, attracted world at- 
tention: by: integrating the armed 
“forces, established a non-political 
system of review of constituency 
boundaries, provided tax incentives 
for business, speeded up parliamen- 
tary procedures, and effected many 
other improvements in our national 
life, including the official adoption 
of a distinctive flag. Under Mr. 
Pearson, Canada played a leading 
part- in.the formation of United 
Nations police forces. 

These were no small achieve- 
ments; they involved many areas 
into which other governments had 
not ventured, they form a record of 
which any administration could be 
proud. 

Those voters who are not im- 
pressed by the country’s need for 
strong government or the Liberals’ 
record as outlined here must an- 
swer still another question. They 
must ask themselvés: What effec- 
tive alternative. is there for which 
I can cast my vote?

No Triumph,

But the mark of professionalism was 
on both meetings; in each case the 
crowds were overwhelmingly masculine, 
consisting mostly of party men ready 
and eager to serve the country to the 
limit of their vocal chords. 

Mr. Diefenbaker did not have to con- 
tend with Separatists. 

According to one theory,’ the Separa- 
tists would welcome a Conservative vic- 
tory im the hope that it would further 
alienate Quebec from Ottawa. 

He did face opposition from a stu- 
dent group who eVenttally staged a 
walkout. But this merely demonstrated 
the superiority of the Conservative ar- 
rangements.° 

In the long, narrow show mart, chosen 
by the Liberals, it was a relatively 
simple matter for a small group to dis- 
rupt a meeting. In an arena, the plat- 
form dominates. An obstreperous group 
in the upper tiers can create a dis- 
turbance but they cannot, by their ac- 
tivities, create a human wall between 
the speaker and at least half the au- 
dience as happened at the Pearson 
meeting. 


Tory Problem 


Quebec has presented a difficult prob- 
lem for the Conservatives in 1965. While 
it offered little of political promise, for 
national reasons it could not be ignored. 

In his first venture into the province 
Mr. Diefenbaker did his best to create 
a favorable impression by concentrating 
on the few remaining areas of rural 
strength. The hostile island of Montreal 
he left for a final Quebec appearance 
in the last week of the campaign. 

The same caution was evident in his 
Wednesday speech. Those who came 
expecting 4 response to Mr. Pearson's 
challenge of the previous evening, a 
discussion of scandals or a few of the 
famous stories about Mr. Lucien’ Rivard, 
must have gone away disappointed.

First Novel Jackpot. 


Wen I recommended Stephen Vizinc- 
zey’s book, In, Praise of Older 
Women, to those of you who don’t get 
into a fluster when 
sex gets the frank 
treatment in litera- 
ture that it should get 
in life, I had two mo- 
tives. The first was 
purely (if I-may asso- 
ciate myself with 
such an unlikely ad- 
verb) literary. I 
thought  Vizinczey’s 
book was quite the rae 
best thing of its kind Emery 
that I had come across in a dozen years 
of reading and I hoped that every Cana- 
dian aspirant to literary fame would 
read it, and notice what can be done 
with a hard-edged, uninflated and ele- 
gantly economical style. There is an 
eigthteenth-century simplicity, a direct- 
ness about the language that remind me 
of Swift or the Abbe Prevost. I think it 
would be an excellent carminative for 
our rather flatulent domestic novelists, if 
swallowed in deep draughts. 

The other motive may be described 
as sympathetic. Here was a writer who 
could easily have given his first book 
to one of the three publishers who 
wanted to publish it. He decided in- 
stead that it was worth a great deal 
more than he was likely to make out 
of a first novel under the terms of the 
usual contract. He wanted to devote his 
full time to writing, so he couldn't. af- 
ford to make any money for the pub- 
lisher: he needed it all himself. His 
only way out was to publish it at his 
own expense, so he scraped up $6,000 
and ordered the printing of an edition 
of 5,000. 

He was under the great disadvantage 
of being without the usual means of ad- 
vertising his book. The big publishers 
devote a great deal of time and money 
to “pushing” the books on their list, and 
this is one of the services that an author 
can expect from them if they are ac- 
cepted for publication. It has been whis- 
pered that in Europe sometimes a book 
is treated with more admiration by re- 
viewers than it deserves, because pub- 
lishers occasionally have ways of seeing 
that the book gets into the “right’’ hands

UST north of Prior Lake, where the 
land sweeps up in a gentle slope, 
there is a very interesting area. 
grow many Douglas firs, some 
m three to four hundred years old, 
with deep furrowed bark. Others are 
clean and straight, forming a canopy 
overhead.

To offset this disadvantage, though,’ 
Vizinezey had only one book on his list, 
and that was his own, An energy that 
he put into the task of selling his book 
was bound to be of direct and exclusive 
benefit to himself, whereas a big. pub- 
lisher spreads his blandishments over 
several novels appearing simultaneously. 

To be honest, I didn’t really believe 
that Vizinezey was going to make it. I 
have heard that a sale of 5,000 copies 
of a novel in Canada is phenomenal; I 
knew that a good many people who might 
secretly enjoy the novel would shy away 
from praising it in public, and there was 
more than a possibility that this seg- 
ment of Vizinezey's public was capable 
of writing hypocritical notices expressing 
shock and digust, It has happened be- 
fore in Canada. 

Well, I have to tell you that I was, as 
usual, quite wrong. The first edition has 
sold out in three months since publica- 
tion, anda second edition of 7,500 is 
now in print. This means that Vizin- 
ezey has got his stake back, and about 
$2,500 profit, on the first edition, with 
the prospect of a much bigger profit on 
the second. But that isn’t. all. 


In Britain 


Six months before the book can be 
published in Britain Vizinczey has had 
the strange experience of a glowing re- 
view. from Brigid Brophy, who is not 
noted for being exactly a dairyful of 
milk of human kindness, She has the 
only copy of the book that has reached 
Britain, but she is unlikely to be the 
only reader for long after the book is 
on the booksellers‘ shelves, 

And what of America? Stephen Viz- 
inezey took a trip down to New York 
and sold the paperback and hardcover 
rights to .Ballantine Books for $40,000. 
(When Kildare Debbs told me this over 
the telephone from Toronto I thought I 
hadn’t heard him aright.) That. still 
leaves him the movie rights, for which 
I understand his figure is $750,000—take 
it or leave it. 

I have been racking my brains to try 
to thinke@f a parallel case of a writer 
of a first novel of some literary merit 
making any considerable sum of money 
out of it. Even the bestsellingest best- 
seller usually makes most of thd money 
for the publisher: the writer/ gets to 
a lot of cocktail parties and -signing 
bees, but he doesn’t us) find it pos- 
sible to retire couple of years on 
the proceede;“in order to write another 
book, as Vizinezey is doing at this mo- 
ment, in the enviable surroundings of a 
villa near Naples. 

I would warn those who can hardly 
wait to start marketing their unpublished 
novels that Vizinezey’s success was not 
entirely a matter of luck. He invested 
an enormous amount of hard work and 
careful planning in his campaign; his 
judgment in every phase of publishing 
was vindicated in the finished book, And 
his suecess of esteem as the man re 
sponsible for Exchange magazine got 
him the serious attention of every in- 
telligent critic in Canada as soon as he 
sent out the review copies, I hope his 
success will help every author to strike 
a better bargain in future.

Reporters on Election Trail 
Don't Expect Many Surprises 


By GERALD WARING 


OTTAWA—The end of the campaign sneaks 
up on you. Not that there’s anything more of 
importance to be said: every issue has been 
talked out—and from where the campaign re- 
porters sit, talked out ad 


But in two months 
campaign trail becomes a 
way of life for the peripa- 
tetic politicians, their camp 
followers, and for the news 
correspondents and photog- 
raphers who are the pub- 
lic’s ears and eyes. Now 
it’s over, with only the re- 
sults of it all still to come. : 

Most of us fresh from the Waring 
hustings are pretty certain that Monday will 
have few surprises. The politicians have had 
the reports of sampling polls conducted during 
the campaign, which they may welcome or dis- 
count, depending on how those results tally 
with their fopes. And newsmen have had their 
on-the-spot observations, the vibrations of their 
ESP antennae, and a great deal of experience 
with politicians and the body politic in assess- 
ing and evaluating what they see, hear and 
sense, 


* * * 

My evaluation of public reaction to the 
issues and personalities in the campaign sug- 
gests the return of the Liberal: government 
with 145 seats, give or take a few. 

A month ago I would have said 140. But 
in the morth I have seen many signs that 
the Liberals will do much better in Ontario 
than had appeared likely earlier in the cam- 
paign. And on the other side ofthe ledger, 
indications now are that Liberal gains in the 
west, if any, will be few. 

“If it wasn't for the scandals,"’ a Liberal 
Party official told me in Toronto last week, 


‘swe'd have a landslide,” 

That may be. But I don’t share his re-. 
grets, Good government is not encouraged by 
an overwhelming majority in the Commons, 
but by inspired leadership, competent adminis- 
trators, and integrity. A small majority is 
more conducive to good government, with a 
strong and watchful opposition ably performing 
its duty to criticize. 

I expect Mr.. Pearson will have a small 
majority after Monday, and considering the 
Proven incompetence of some of his ministers 
and the embarrassing pratfalls of his admin- 
istration he hardly deserves “More. Indeed, 
his record.underlies the need and value of a 
numerically strong and vigilant opposition. 

The reasons for majority government that 
Mr. Pearson has paraded are valid. But there 
is another reason why this particular prime 
minister needs more Liberal MPs: to give him 
a wider choice of men and women for cabinet 
appointments so he can, if he will, make a 
clean sweep of ministers who are no longer 
assets to the administration. 

* * * 

It is ministerial incompetence rather than 
dishonesty which has tarnished the Liberal 
image, and Mr. Pearson must be held answer- 
able. Not only constitutionally, but logically 
as well, because most of the administration's 
troubles trace back to the prime minister’s 
policy of putting too much confidence in the 
judgment and competence of untried ministers. 

Mr. Pearson may have learned from his _ 
unhappy experience—but one might well ask, 
how many lessons does he need? He was a 
minister in the St. Laurent government when 
the then prime minister made the same mis- 
take. Mr. St. Laurent had no curb or check 
on C. D. Howe, and the administration reaped 
the result in the Pipeline Debate and loss of 
the 1957 election.

The brave soul with the can 
of color was safe enough from physical retali- 
ation, even had hé been caught—and again I'm 
assuming it was an ill-balanced boy. 

I feel sad as I view the evidence of some- 
thing that runs a little deeper than thoughtless- 
ness on the part of some juvenile—sad in 
sympathy with the victims, infinitely sadder for 
the father and mother of the offender. And 
sad, also, fop“our neighborhood which; until 
quite recently, was ‘a source of pride to those 
of us who lived there. 

We don’t give ourselves airs down there, 
but we’ve enjoyed living in that location and 
we have been fortunate enoush to find a spirit 
of neighborliness which can be a decoration of 
community living. 

The homes vary in style and financial 
value. Some are new. Some are expensive. 
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Some are relatively old but, generally speak- 
ing, they’re well-kept. It's the sort of place 
where you can talk cheerfully across the fence 
as you work in your garden to the people on 
either side who are working in their gardens. 

Last year we were a little uncomfortable 
because a transient batch of would-be beatniks 
rented one of the vacant houses in the locality 
and publicized their untidy parties too loudly. 
They eventually left and we could spare them. 

Then again, early this summer, some of the 
unoccupied youngsters made minor nuisances 
of ‘themselves with tough talk, bad language 
and small vandalism at the foot of some of the 
waterfront lots. Happily, too, their gang dis- 
solved:

Some of us wonder if more hostile mem- 
bers of that crowd used this season of the year 
to vent their spleen on the people across. the 
street and did it with a paint can. That may 
be the case, though it’s only speculation. 

But what depresses some of us who have 
been there a long time is the harm some un- 
disciplined juvenile—and the term holds even if 
the individual has reached chronological major- 
ity—can inflict on people who go about minding 
their own business, who are helpful to one an- 
other, and who find satisfaction and pleasure in 
their homes and locality.

For instance, Mr. Gwyn 
tells us in his prologue that 
“astrue political scandal is an 
incident that is dealt with in 
a scandalous manner and 
which comes about because 
of scandalous circumstances.”

is-less- than-satisfying-as one 
pursues his fascinating ac-

Politically Inept 


This is not to say then that 
cause for scandal did not ex- 
ist. Mr. Gwyn clearly points 
to the roots —from actions 
taken in the Rivard case 
which Chief Justice Dorion 
found merited consideration 
from both moral and legal 
Standpoints, to the dealings 
of two cabinet ministers in 
furniture on credit which, to 
say the least, were politically 
inept, 

Had the whole affair been 
handled competently, Mr. 
Gwyn believes, it need not 
have culminated in the Prime 
Minister committing that most 
serious of parliamentary sins, 
making a factually incorrect 
statement in the House as to 
when he had first been in- 
formed that government of- 
ficials might possibly be in- 
volved in attempts to influence 
the course of the Rivard case. 

Tracking further through 
this labyrinth of confusion 
about political morality, we 
find Mr. Gwyn observing that 
“when an individual is being 
judged, tolerance and compas- 
sion are mandatory.” But, 
“when a government is on 
trial, these are optional.’’ 

In the same breath, as it 
were, he goes on to say that 
“an individual is responsible 
only for what he does; a gov- 
ernment has a collective re- 
sponsibility to set standards 
for the public and to lead the 
nation towards its determined 


_Zoal, Unless a government is 


prepared to abdicate this re- 

sponsibility, it-must accept 

judgment for its behavior and 
appearance of its be- 

havior.” 

Where is the option here for 

tolerance and compassion un- 


less one is led into the error 
of thinking of government as 
a disembodied entity, on the 
one hand, and the men who 
make up the government as 
non-responsible individuals, on 
the other? 

Nevertheless—and to the joy 

undoubtedly of Liberal parti- 
sans—Mr. Gwyn has directed 
most of his acute powers of 
observation not to the ‘‘collec- 
tive responsibility” of govern- 
ment, but to the individuals 
involved. 
This dichotomy is what 
makes The Shape of Scandal 
sych an eminently readable 
book right now in the midst of 
an election campaiga while 
probably vitiating its worth as 
an historical document. 

Here, just as one example 
drawn from the many char- 
acter sketches, is a Lester 
Pearson who will be unrecog- 
nizable to many Canadians 
(and probably to himself): 
“the fully indispensable 
man.” 

For this is a different Pear- 
son from the honest, honor- 
able, intellectual and states- 
manlike (but rather hesitant, 
vecillating and politically 
naive) man which is the image 
most Canadians hold. 


Cool Pragmatist 


According to Mr. Gwyn, the 
prime minister's public image 
has been “carefully nurtured” 
so that he will appear to the 
public as a “well-intentioned 
‘nice guy’ who, half in affec- 
tion, half in - irritation, has 
been paid one of the highest 
compliments that can be given 
to a Canadian politician—that 
he is not a politician.”” 

“Behind this facade,”’ says 
Mr. Gwyn, “he is a cool po- 
litical pragmatist with an ex- 
ceptioally sensitive ear for the 
public mood. Both in opposi- 
tion and in government. his 
policies have seldom been far 
ahead of public opinion, but 
they have never been far be- 
hind.

This he says is in order to “link 
the scene thematically with what Miller is saying.”

One of the reasons for choosing A View From the Bridge, 
is that it is required reading for first-year English. 

Mr. Hedley told me that many freshmen have never been 
to a theatre or seen a play. Part of the University function 
is to educate these students into play-going. By producing 
oné which they have been obliged to read they are able to 
see the printed page come alive. 

Mr. Hedley’also explained that many undergraduates do 
not go to the theatre because the play choice is 10 to 15 years 
behind student thinking. 

It is therefore planned to give during lunch hour at the 
university, several very avante-garde and unusual plays that 
are seldom performed in the commercial theatre. He said 
this. provides ‘‘the newest kind of theatrical experience’ and 
gives the students the opportunity to see without charge 
what they themselves ‘read and are excited by.” 

Mr. Hedley has been offered an appointment at Boston 
University next year as Supervisor of Graduate Studies in 
Directing.

The election*hinges on the outcome of voting in Quebec. Heavy Liberal gains in Quebec. are 
almost a foregone conclusion.

Estimates of the American

BRIDGE LESSON 


By JACOBY and SON 


In the Jacoby limit raise system the two no-trump 
response by an unpassed hand to a major suit opening 
bid is vagecsite to show a strong raise for partner’s suit 
and has nothing to do 
with no-trump, 

A lot of bridge players 
are going to feel hurt by 
the inability to bid twe 
no-trump with intention 
of playing at three no- 
trump, but after a while 
they will find that they 
won’t have lost anything. 

Thus when playing the 
Jacoby system South 
cannot respond two no- 
trump to his partner's 
spade opening bid. How- 
ever, he can respond two 
clubs and then jump to 
threé no-trump after his 
partner's two spade re- 
bid. 

South has quite a prob- 
lem at his three no- 
trump contract. He holds 
off twice on diamonds, 
but must win the third 
lead. Then he runs off four club tricks and each opponent 
discards a small. heart. 

His next lead is a low spade toward dummy. West 
plays low and South puts in dummy’s nine. East wins 
the trick and leads a heart. 

The way the cards lie South will make all the rest 
of the tricks because the heart finesse will work and the 
spades are going fo break. South does not know this 
and has to decide. What should he do? 

The answer is that he should finesse and risk a two 
trick set. The finesse is an even money proposition to 
start with, but since West showed five diamonds to his 
partner’s two and each defender had produced three 
clubs the odds are that East will hold the king of hearts.

._' OTTAWA — A Liberal majority is in 
the offing for November 8. 


Prime Minister Pearson’s forces should be 
somewhat in the 137-150 seat range as a result of 
this country’s fifth general election in the last 
eight years. 

It would take an unbelievable catastrophe — 
one beyond that which even the Liberals in the 
palmiest moments could conjure up — to blow the 
deal now. 

The Conservatives should score somewhere in the 80’s 


or low 90’s, the NDP, in spite of a fantastic increase in popular_- 


vote, will probably be just short of 20, leaving Social Credit 
and the Creditistes with a smattering of support, the former 
in Alberta and British Columbia, the latter in Quebec. 

The major factor, perhaps the only one in this campaign, 
was that of leadership — or, more correctly, the lack of 
leadership. The electorate had no positive preference for 
either of the two leaders of the major parties. A simple 
question posed to voters across the country as to their choice 
for prime minister among the four party leaders irrespective 
of party label evoked the voluntarily-offered response, “none 
of them,” “they all stink,” ‘“‘we need new blood,” or some 
variant, over one-quarter of the time.

In this leadership preference race, NDP Leader T. C. 
Douglas ranked highest of all the leaders when measured 
against the performance of their respective parties in terms 
of actual votes. Robert Thompson of the Socreds also per- 
formed reasonably well in this area.

Pearson’s popularity has never been very high and since 
taking office in 1963, he has been plagued by all sorts of mis- 
adventures. The public continues to see him as an indecisive

This is why the majority government argument of the 
Liberals has fallen flat, They are winning in spite of them- 
selvc... 

As I've pointed out so often, in these columns and else- 
where, for an appeal for majority government take hold, the 
electorate must be able to ascertain which political party has 
the best chance of obtaining that majority and it must have a 
firm and pronounced preference for the leader of that party 
for the post of prime minister.

Both elements are essential, They operate simultaneously. 
One is useless without the other. 

This is obviously not the situation this time. The effect 
of an appeal for majority government for the Liberals is to 
involve them in a silly numbers game. All they can do is 
claim that they are the ones with the best chance at the 
majority. 

But this is a game in which any number of people can 
play. Diefenbaker has joined in and has succeeded in con- 
vincing some sectors that the Conservatives have a real 
chance of forming a minority government. 

All the evidence is against such an outcome. 

As for John Diefenbaker himself, his standing is at an 
incredible low. That his party should be doing so well in spite 
of this handicap is a tribute both to his own past performance 
on the prairies and in some rural sectors elsewhere and to 
the quality of his party’s organizational machinery in Mani- 
toba, Ontario and Nova Scotia. 

If this election proves anything, it is this: There are no 
votes in scandal-mongering. The Liberals found this out 
fighting Maurice Duplessis in.Quebec in the 1950’s and John 
Wintermeyer made no head-way against John Robarts in 
Ontario with the issue in 1963

OTTAWA — A Liberal majority is in 
the offing for November 8. 


Prime Minister Pearson’s forces should be 
somewhat in the 137-150 seat range as a result of 
this country’s fifth general election in the last 
eight years. 

It would take an unbelievable catastrophe — 
one beyond that which even the Liberals in the 
palmiest moments could conjure up — to blow the 
deal now. 


The Conservatives should score somewhere in the 80's 


or low 90’s, the NDP, in spite of a fantastic increase in popular_- 


vote, will probably be just short of 20, leaving Social Credit 
and the Creditistes with a smattering of support, the former 
in Alberta and British Columbia, the latier in Quebec. 

The major factor, perhaps the only one in this campaign, 
was that of Jeadership — or, more correctly, the lack of 
leadership. electorate had no positive preference for 
either ofthe two leaders of the major parties. A simple 
question posed to voters across the country as to their choice 
for prime minister among the four party leaders irrespective

The Oil, Chemical and 
Atomic Workers’ Union 
(CLC) today threatened to 
strike the entire oil- gas 
industry in British Colum- 
bia unless there“is a settle- 
ment of their dispute with 
oil companies by Nov. 15. 

The Nov. 15 deadline was set 
by R. T. Philp, the union's inter- 
national representative. He said 
the action was forced on the 
union because under provisions 
of the labor relations act they 
must either strike within 90 days 
of the taking of a government- 
supervised strike vote or forfeit 
the right to do so, 

He said that in the eight weeks 
since the union struck against 
British American Oil Co., plants 
from B.C, to Clarkson, Ont., the

This is why the majority government argument of the 
Liberals has fallen flat..

Both elements are essential. They operate simultaneously. 
One is useless without the other. 

This is obviously not the situation this time. The effect 
of an appeal for majority government for the Liberals is to 
involve them in a silly numbers game. All they can do is 
claim that they are the ones with the best chance at the 
majority. 

But this is a game in which any number of people can 
play. Diefenbaker has joined in and has succeeded in con- 
vincing some sectors that the Conservatives have a real 
chance of forming a minority government. 

All the evidence is against such an outcome. 


As for John Diefenbaker himself, his standing is at an 
incredible low. That his party should be doing so well in spite 
of this handicap is a tribute both to his own past performance 
on the prairies and in some rural sectors elsewhere and to 
the quality of his party's organizational machinery in Mani- 
toba, Ontario and Nova Scotia. 

If this election proves anything, it is this: There are no 
votes in scandal-mongering. The Liberals found this out 
fighting Maurice Duplessis in Quebec in the 1950s and John 
Wintermeyer made no head-way against John Robarts in 
Ontario with the issue in 1962.
